Secretary Hull President Roosevelt 
wants power to use “appropriate influence” to 
stop foreign wars while keeping the United 
States out of them. What the qualifying adjec- 
tive means he did not explain, and that doesn't 
much matter. Any sort of influence that will 
produce the result will be accepted as “appro- 
priate” by a world equally torn by memory of 
the horrors of the last war and by apprehen- 
sion of the greater horrors of another. 

Congress, recalling eleven billion dollars 
which vanished in the last bloody struggle, and 
which will certainly never be recovered if 
Europe goes into another grand carnival of 
destruction, will probably leave it to the Presi- 
dent to decide as to the appropriateness of any 
variety of influence that can help to prevent 
another outbreak among the creditors.

the national crop a short cne for the fifth suc- 
cessive year. What drought did in former years, 
rust did in 1935 when the rainfall over the 
afflicted areas was generally sufficient. 

National interest therefore attaches to an 
announcement by the National Research Coun- 
cil that a new type of wheat has been perfected 
which is rust-resistant, if not altogether immune 
from attack. Since rust cost Canada this year 
perhaps two hundred million bushels of wheat, 
worth the fixed price of 87'2 cents a bushel, 
the reason why Canadians everywhere should 
be interested in the new variety is obvious. 

Business would be better in Canada this 
winter by the buying and paying powers of 100 
or 150 million dollars if western wheat had been 
rust-proof last summer. That additional] amount 
of new money poured into the channels of trade 
would have made its helpful influence felt in 
every part of the Dominion. 


TWO CITIES 

The city of Toronto capitalizes all unem- 
ployment relief expenditures on a five-year 
basis, paying nothing but interest out of the 
year’s revenue. Edmonton should do the same, 
and should make a start by going back over the 
records and capitalizing al] such expenditures 
made during the last five years. 

That should be done as a matter of candor, 
toward the taxpayers of the city and toward 
its creditors. It should be done also because it 
will be better policy in the long run. 

One of these days there will be a general 
settlement between the cities and provinces and 
the Dominion on the subject of relief costs. 
There will have to be, because the cities and 
provinces cannot pay, and must ask the Dom- 
inion to assume the burden. But when that 
time comes, the city that has capitalized its re- 
lief costs, and admitted frankly that it could not 
pay them out of taxation, will stand in a better 
position than the city which has been claiming 
that it was paying them out of revenue. 

When the time for the show-down arrives 
Toronto will place a bundle of debentures on 
the table and say “There is the proof that we 
could not and cannot pay relief costs out of 
taxation.” But, unless Edmonton capitalizes its 
relief costs and has debentures to show for 
them, the representatives of this city will be 
able to say only: “Well, we have admitted that 
we paid these costs out of revenue as we went 
along, but we would very much like to get the 
money back.” 

Human nature being what it is, at conference 
tables as elsewhere, which city is most likely 
to get relief? 


BUDGET-BALANCING 

Premier Aberhart says that, in his attempt 
to bring provincia] expenditures down to the 
level of the revenue collected, his one regret i: 
“Some of the saving to the province has come 
from the wages of employees.” 

The statement should be amended to read 
that practically all of the saving thus far made 
has been accomplished by firing employees and 
cutting wages. Nothing has yet been achieved 
in the direction of cutting interest rates on the 
provincial debt--the other directicn in which 
saving can be affected, and in which there is 
far more urgency that it should be effected. 

The wage bill of the Provincia] Govern 
has not thrown the budget out of balanc« 
has helped to the extent to which the bil] is 
larger than it should be. But paying good times 
interest on money which is now not worth more 
than half the rate has been a larger factor in 
producing the disequilibrium. And while the

years ago, the interest rate has not yet been 
treated jn like manner. 

Budgets should balance; and ultimately they 
must. But it is neither fair nor expedient to 
balance a budget by slashing wages for labor, 
and depriving employees ‘of wages altogether, 
while continuing to pay full good times wages 
on borrowed money. What that process amounts 
to is that residents of Alberta are being reduced 
in buying power, and deprived altogether of 
buying power, while bond-holders residing out- 
side the province continue to draw as much 
buying power out of the province as they did 
when the supply was ample for everybody. 

If that is the only way in which the provin- 
cial budget can be balanced at the present time, 
then it should stay unbalanced until the Gov- 
ernment is in position to put through a refund- 
ing scheme which will make money stand its 
fair share of the “economy” cutting. The public, 
who fully share the Premier's regrets, would 
approve if he were to suspend the wage-cutting 
and employee-firiag until he is ready to start 
the interest-cutting. 

Whatever the people of Alberta voted for last 
August, they did not vote for a balancing of 
the budget by the orthodox method of sacrificing 
the wage-earner for the benefit of the bond- 
holder.

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No one can accuse Premier Mackenzie King 
of dallying over his promises. Four weeks ago 
he was in the throes of a campaign. Now he 
has ended military control of the relief camps, 
and raised $75,000,000 at low rates of interest 
to retire a similar sum previously borrowed at 
a high rate of interest. Last night he slept at 
the White House at Washington after spending 
the day with Roosevelt, presumably, in difcuss- 
ing the possibilities of a reciprocity pact with 
United States. 

He has made arrangements to call a Dom- 
inion-provincial conference at Ottawa, imme- 
diately after the Quebec provincial elections are 
over, at which the long-desired changes in the 
British North America Act will be worked out, 
to permit of better working arrangements be- 
tween Canada and the provinces. 

No one, in view of the regrettable announce- 
ment that Premier Hepburn of Ontario must 
shortly retire from political life, due to the 
effect of fatigue and worry upon his health, 
will dispute the wisdom of Premier King in 
availing himself of the opportunity for a brief 
vacation before meeting the provincia] premiers 
in conference and embarking on his parliament- 
ary duties. 

Had a Dominion-provincial conference been 
called a couple of years ago and necessary 
changes been made in the constitution, Premier 
Hepburn would have been spared some of the 
worry that has caused him mental fatigue. 

Other provincial governments, including our 
own, have been hard hit by federal intrusion 
into the realm of direct income taxation. At 
present they are unable to tap the lucrative 


supplies of sales taxation and other indirect 
sources of taxation open io the federal author- 
ity 

British Columbia will take the lead in 
formulating demands for change. The coast 


province will ask for a single income tax to 
be divided with the provinces; the right to levy 
assessments for marketing purposes—at present 
the sole prerogative of the federal power—and 
for the taking over of the Pacific Great Eastern 
Railway by the Canadian National System. 


Albertans pay income taxes both to the 
federal and provincial governments. It would 
be a convenience to pay only to one authority. 
A moiety of a single federal income tax, to- 
gether with a share of the sales tax, would do 
more to put the provincial government on an 
even kee] than further borrowings at interest. 

Alberta is specially interested in securing 
modification of that section which makes in- 
direct taxation a federal monopoly. At present 
no province may impose a tax or levy of any 
kind on trade. The Aberhart plan proposes to 
impose levies on the production of our wheat, 
coal, lumber, etc., so as to pay the promised 
basic dividends of $25 a month. Its initiation 
depends on securing such a change 

When the Tolmie government was in power 
in B.C., it created a board to control the mar- 
keting of Okanagan fruit. The board—the 
Interior Tree Fruit Committec—was vested with 
power to impose levies on the fruit trade, to 
raise a fund for marketing purposes. A grower 
named Lawson tcok action. The Supreme Court 
of Canada, following a Privy Council judgment, 
held that the “levy” was an indirect tax, and 
as such beyond the power of any provincial 
legislature to impose. 


British Columbia's demand that the federal 
government take over the Pacific Great Eastern 
Railway is a B. C. matter altogether. It is based 
on equitable grounds. 

When a former Conservative government— 
the McBride government—launched the P.G E. 
Railway scheme, it held a contract from the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, whereby all the freight 
originating on the G.T-.P. for Vancouver, was to 
be shipped via Prince George to Vancouver over 

the Pacific Great Eastern. When the Grand 
| Trunk Pacific went bankrupt and was taken 

over by the Federal] government as part of the 
Canadian National system, the contract became 

void. The chief purpose for which the P.G.E. 
was built disappeared. Hence the claim in 

equity that the B.C. government is putting up 
that as the C.N.R. deprived the P.G.E. of the 
| freight for which it was built, that it should 
| take over the P.G.E

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Arthritis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Many patients now suffer from arthritis, 
which is a disease of the joints and occurs in 
various forms. Chronic arthritis is generally 
found in older patients and is often called 
arthritis deformans, because of the change in 
shape of the bones which results, which change 
distorts and deforms the 
bony structure. The bone 
may waste away, or there 
may occur a growth of new 
bone. As the new bone is 
laid down, it may produce a 
lip or ring, as in the hip; or, 
if found in the joints of the 
fingers, it may appear as hard 
lumps of bony exudate which 
knot the finger joints into 
strange, distorted shapes. The 
joint may become so stiff 
that normal movement js difficult. One joint 
may be affected, or several] joints may be in- 
volved simultaneously. In the beginning, the 
soreness and stiffness may affect first one joint 
and then another before any particular joint is 
permanently involved, 2 

The symptoms of chronic arthritis include 
stiffness, pain upon movement, loss of normal 
shape of the joint, and perhaps, a creaking or 
grating sound upon movement. The onset is 
usually gradual, the patient slowly growing 
worse, if treatment is not secured. As a gen- 
eral rule, the arthritic patient is able to predict 
a change in weather by the pain in the joint. 

In studying the causes of arthritis, we cannot 
get far away from the fact that a rheumatic 
diathesis is the fundamental cause. The ten- 
dency to the rheumatic toxemia may be in- 
creased through incorrect diet, and sluggish 
elimination, with its resultant absorption of 
toxins from the intestinal] tract. In addition, 
there is present some factor which lowers the 
resistance of the joinf*tissues so that rheumatic 
poisons are encouraged to settle in the affected 
area. Contributing causes are focal infections. 
Arthritis is now regarded not as a purely local 
disease confined to the joints—it is considered 
a disease of the whole body, in which the chief 
symptoms are seen in the joints. Although the 
disease is of cecnstitutional origin, the chief 
changes are apparent in the joint tissues. The 
treatment which does the most lasting good is 
that which removes the underlying systemic 
cause. 

A most important factor in the recovery 
from arthritis is the mental attitude of the 
patient, as the patient who has the determina- 
tion to keep fighting is the one most likely to 
succeed in overcoming the disease. Much de- 
pends upon the willingness of the patient to 
follow instructions exactly and_ persistently. 
When the correct treatment is used, it is often 
possible to secure at least enough improvement 
so that the patient will have the use of the 
joint, however, of course, if the joint has been 
damaged and distorted to a marked degree, it 
is not always possible to return it to its normal 
shape. 

The presence of acute attacks which occur 
from time to time in chronic arthritis seems to 
be a favorable indication as patients undergoing 
such acute attacks have the best outlook re- 
garding recovery. Arthritis may be corrected 
when treatment is obtained at the start of the 
disorder, but becomes more difficult to over- 
come as each new part is involved. 

Although chronic arthritis is often regarded 
as incurable, it is certaintly true that consid- 
erable improvement may be obtained when the 
patient is willing to persist with the treatmen: 
for a sufficient length of time.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1844 the Church 
of St. George the Martyr was 
opened in Toronto. Notable be- 
cause it was the second Anglican 
church in the city, planned as 
early as 1840 but delayed for lack 
of funds, St. George's has played 
a foremost part in the religious 
life of the city. It is one of the 
most beauti‘ul church buildings 
in Canada, both outside and in, 
but, development of the city 
wesiward, eactward and north- 
ward has taken away the old 
families and now the congrega- 
tion is reduced to a minimum. 
The pressure of factories, an in- 
flux of alien population, the fall- 
ing off in resident parishioners, 
all these have forced St. George's 
into the category of downtown 
churches whose future is a prob- 
lem. Within its walls are some 
of the most beautiful stained

The church has had only six 
rectors in its 90 years—Rev. 
Charles Ruttan, 1944-48; Rev.

Fuller (afterwards Bishop of 
Niagara), 1862-75; Rev. J. D. Cay- 
ley, 1875-1911; Rev. R. J. Moore, 
1911-26; and Rev. P. J. Dykes 
from 1926. 

The ninety years have built up 
traditions and memories which 
are never to be effaced, but To- 
ronto is wondering what is to be 
the fate of this historic church.

Canada and the Olympics 


(Contributed) 

On November 22 the Canadian 
Olympic Committee is holding its 
annual meeting at Halifax. Before 
it, as one of its most serious 
problems, ought to be the ques- 
tion, not what athletes to send to 
Germany, but whether it can 
honorably justify the sending of 
any athletes at all to a country 
in which the governmental] policy 
is one of repression and perescu- 
tion and is the negation of free- 
dom and fair p'ay. 
is all the more serious since re- 
ports indicate that the Nazis, as 
self-constituted hosts of the 
Olympics, are planning to utilize 
them, as they did the recent 
penological conference, for the 
g orification and justification of 
the brutal Hitler regime. 

The thought that the presence 
of Canadian athletes may be used 
to condone or glorify a govern- 
ment which employs beatings, 
drilings and the unspeakable 
concentration camps to crush 
freedom and to terror:ze un- 
offending minorities, should in 
itself give the committee pause. 
Over and beyond this lies the 
treatment of the German-Jews in 
the realm of sport itself. The 
O ympics were instituted to pro- 
mote international good fellow- 
ship and good sportsmanship and 
as a meet in which all athletes, 
regardless of race or creed, might 


participate on an equal footing. | 
What is the position of the Ger- | 


man-Jews’ Declared by govern- 
ment pronouncement to be an in- 
ferior race, they are debarred 
from the majority of the feld, 
track and swimming pool faci i- 
ties of their own country.

But the fact remains that the 


Jewish athletes in Germany not 


only live under insult and per- 
secution, itself enough to destroy 
their morale, but are also de- 
barred from the necessary facili- 
ties for training. Furthermore, so 
far as foreign born Jewish ath- 
letes are concerned, the chairman 
of the German Olympic Com- 
mittee has stated publicly that he 
can give no assurance that they 
will not see, while in Germany, 
pacards and notices derogatory 
to their race, and the Canadian 
Olympic Committee should ask 
itself whether this will be like- 
ly to promote good fellowship 
among nations or not. It does 
seem a somewhat jronic thing to 
ho'd the Olympic games in a 
country in which the government 
violates the fundamental spirit 
and principles underlying the 
games themselves. 

There is, indeed, already a 
storm of protest in the United 
tates against participating in the 
Olympic games at Berlin. It is 
stated there that the Nazi gov- 
ernment has, in its treatment of 
its Catholic, Jewish and Protes- 
tant minorities, broken the assur- 
ance which it gave not to dis- 
criminate against any of its own 
competing athletes. There is a 
strong array of names prominent 
in sport to back up this charge. 
As a matter of policy, however. 
what the United States decides 
or what Great Britain does, ought 
to have no weight with the Cana- 
dian Olympic Committee. It is 
its duty to decide the question 
of Canadian participation on the 
merit of the facts as they are 
now, without reference to the ac- 
tion of other na‘ions and without 
taking refuge in legalities or in 
dec'sions arrived at a year ago. 
We believe that, when it does 
consider the facts, it will decide, 
on Canada’s behalf, to withdraw 
its team from the Berlin Olym- 
pics. In this way it will indi- 
cate forcibly that it disagrees 
definitely with the ba:barous 
and unsportcmctnlike policies of 
Germany's present government 
and will declare that Canadian 
athletes cannot be ntilized to 
justify to the German people or 
to the world the cruel and re- 
pressive action of the Nazis.
